Principally extracted: from the © Rules and Regulations publiſhed 
by Authority,” and offered to the particular Attention of Volunteer 
Officers, 


S Officers of Volunteer Corps have not, from their va- 
rious ſituations in buſineſs, leiſure or opportunity f 
conſulting works that require much ſtudy in military ſcience, oY 
Reid's Treatiſe on the Duty of Infantry Officers, upon the 
preſent Syſtem of the Britiſh Military Diſcipline (from which 
part of the following extracts are taken), is particularly worthy | 
their peruſal. In order to enable them, under theſe circum- b 
ſtances, to know their duty in the ſeveral formations laid | 
down, every particular has been attended to in the preceding 
pages, that may tend to their performing them (by moderate | 
ſtudy and practice) with ſufficient accuracy and correctneſs. : 

The examples ſelected are ſuch as (it is preſumed) com- a 
prehend what may be conſidered beſt ſuited to the nature and 
limited extent of ſervice expected to be performed by corps 
of that deſcription. In this ſituation, however, it is neceſſary 
that every Officer (as far as poſſible) ſhould be inſtructed in 
each individual circumſtance required of a recruit or ſoldier; 
and accuſtomed to give words of command with that energy 
and preciſion which is fo eſſential. From the number of files N 
in diviſion, they ſhould learn accurately to judge the ground 8 
neceſſary for each, and to extend that ROW Rage to the front 
of greater bodies. 

They muſt acquire the habit of readily afcertaining by the 
eye perpendiculars of march, and the ſquareneſs of the wheel: | 
an Officer muſt not only know the poſt which he ſhould oc- - 
cupy in all changes of ſituation, the commands which he ſhould -.4 
give, and the general intention of the required movement, but 0 
he ſhould be maſter of the principles on which each is made, 
and of the faults that may be committed, in order to avoid them 
himſelf, and to inſtruct others, Theſe principles are in them- 


ſelves 
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ſelves ſo ſimple, that moderate reflection and attention will 


ſoon ſhow them to the eye, and fix them in the mind. In the 
progreſſive ſituations at which he arrives, his exertion ſhould 


be unremitting to qualify himſelf for them. The neceſſity of 


order, ſteadineſs, and ſilence, and of executing every thing 
deliberately and without hurry, ſhould be ſtrongly inculcated 
on the ſoldier, and in volunteer corps is particularly ne- 
ceſſary. 

All words of command, and ically the words halt 


and march, muſt be given ſhort, quick, and loud; ſo as to be 


caught and repeated from right to left of a line, or from front 
to rear of a column, in the ſhorteſt time poſſible : even to the 


ſmalleſt bodies, the word of command ought to be given in 
the full extent of voice, and in a ſharp tone. The juſtneſs of 


execution, and the confidence of the ſoldier, can only be in 
proportion to the firm, decided, and proper manner in which 


every Officer of rank gives his orders. An Officer who can- 
- not thoroughly diſcipline and exerciſe the body intruſted to 
his command, is not fit, in time of ſervice, to lead it to the 
enemy; he cannot be cool and collected in the time of danger. 


It is not ſufficient to advance with bravery ; it is requiſite to 


Have that degree of intelligence which ſhould diſtinguiſh every 


Officer according to his ſtation : and when a ſoldier has re- 
liance on the capacity of thoſe who conduct him, he will a& 
with ſpirit and animation. 
General Remarhs. No part of military duty 1 is Pu eſfential 


as regular and uniform marching, either in flow or quick 
time; all movements depend ſo much upon it, that the great- 


eſt attention ſhould be paid towards it“. Particular regard 


ſhould be paid to the men in dreſſing equally from either flank ; 


that when the word are/s 1s given, and the point to which they 
are to dreſs, the eyes be thrown that way, with a ſmall turn of 


the head; and that, in diviſions, they preſerve their dreſſings 


by the pivot man on the flank, who is anſwerable tor all devia- 
tions. | 

The ſupernumerary rank ſhould alſo pay great attention in 
keeping up the rear ranks cloſe to the front.

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 Wheelings.|—Great care muſt be taken, in wheeling, that 


the men incline more toward the pivot than to the other flank; 
and that they feel inward to it, and look outward (except the 
wheeling flank man who looks inward). In wheeling by 
files, partzcular attention muſt be paid that no ground be loſt, 

but that the pivot men of each file ſucceſſively turn ſhort 
round, while the coverers in the rear ranks take large ſteps to 


1 a proper ſituation. 


All extenſion of files in marching or countermarching, by 
divifont or battalion, ought to be carefully avoided, as it great- 


ly retards the ſucceeding operations. 


The following rules for wheeling, taken from the © Rules 
and Regulations publiſhed by Authority,” are highly uſeful 
for aſcertaining given diſtances. As the circumference of 
the quarter circle, which a diviſion deſcribes on its wheel, is 
one half more (nearly) than its front; it is neceſſary that, in 


open column, it ſhould, in the ſame time that it takes to march 
over a ſpace equal to the extent of its front, not only complete 
the whole of the quarter circle, but be enabled to move on at 


its juſt diſtance from its preceding diviſion, and not ſtop that 
which ſucceeds it. The whole mull be quickened, or the ſtep 


| lengthened (or a part of both apphed), in proportion: to the 
general march. 
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A diviſion conſiſting of 10 files, and each occupying 22 
inches, takes 7 paces 10 inches for its front: now 75 ſteps i in 
a minute being the ordinary time, and 120 the wheeling time, - 
75 : 120 :: 75 : 113, nearly the number of wheeling paces, 
of go inches each, which the wheeling man can take, while 
the following diviſion is making its 74 ordinary paces in front, 
and 11 of which make exactly the quarter circle; but if each 
of theſe paces is lengthened g inches, then the wheel will be 
completed in-10 ſteps, and a pauſe of one pace and = of a pace, 
or S of a ſecond of time, will be reſerved for the halt, dreſs, 
and march, of the diviſion, after it has, at 10 long paces of gg 
inches, completed the wheel. This pauſe will increaſe or di- 
miniſh according to the greater or leſs extent of the wheeling 
body; and, in the above proportion of time and ſtep, it is 3th 
of the time employed by ſuch body in e the * 
circle. 

This allowance, which is barely ſaleient i in a diviſion of. 
10 files, and which cannot be well increaſed either by length 
of ſtep or quickneſs of time, ſhews how pointed and guick the. 
commands muſt be, not to occaſion a loſs of ground to each 
ſucceſlive diviſion at the points of wheeling. TT 

It appears, that the front of any diviſion or body occupies, 
in ordinary paces of go inches, nearly three -fourths of the 
number of files of which it is compoſed ; that the circumfer- 
ence of the quarter circle, which it deſcribes in wheeling paces 
of gg inches, is the /ame as the number of files; which being 
once aſcertained in each diviſion, the Officer commanding it 
muſt, on all occaſions, recollect the number of paces which 
the wheeling flank man muſt take to complete the quarter 
circle; alſo the ſpare time which he has to regulate the alt 
and march of his diviſion atter wheeling, which, when in open 
column, if not attentively performed, will occaſion on the 
march an irregular length of ſtep, and extent of diviſion. 

N. B. All wheelings are made in quick time.

As has already been e every Officer ſhould be per⸗ 


ticularly attentive that the marches are made with accuracy at 
the required times and length of ſtep, and on ſuch objects as 


are given in column and echellon; that at all times the proper 
diſtances are preſerved, ſo that the formation into line may be 
made true, and without falſe opening, or neceſſity of cor- 
rection; that the wheelings are juſt, and in the manner pre- 
ſcribed, they ſhould be alert in their changes of ſituation, 
exact in their own perſonal movements, n hurry or 
unneceſſary delay. 


Field Exerciſe. ]—Field exerciſe; which comprehends all 


the manceuvres a battalion can perform, and which is, in ge- 


neral, under the immediate inſpection of the Major and Adju- 


tant, aſſiſted by the Serjeant-Major and Drill-Serjeant, ought 
to be as frequently attended as the ſeveral ſituations of the 
Officers will permit: and they ſhould occaſionally fall in, that 


they may accuſtom themſelves, upon the battalion taking a new 
Poſition in echellon, or in forming columns, to mark the 


ground to which the diviſions have to wheel, and the pivot 
flanks of diviſions, as the Serjeants do; this will enable them 
to judge of diſtances, a very neceſſary (thing in all manceuvres, 


and upon which a juſt and quick formation into line, and 
many other movements, depend. 


Of the Firings. No part of field exerciſe is of more con- 


ſequence than the juſt and true firing of a battalion. The 


greateſt care is to be taken by the Officers that the men level 


Well, and that the rear ranks are well locked up in the firings : 
theſe being well attended to (joined to a celerity in loading), 
will give eſſential advantages when led to actual ſervice. 

N. B. In firing by wings, one wing will make ready the 
inſtant the other ſhoulders. If one wing is advancing, the 
make ready, preſent, fire, of that wing muſt inſtantly follow 


the march of the other: and, in the retreating, the Halt of the 
retiring one. 


If the battalion be formed two deep, both ranks will "Rp : 
hw if it be in three ranks, the front and centre fire ſtanding, 
and the rear rank remains ſhouldered as a reſerve. _ 

When the battalion is ordered to fire by companies in wings, 
the wings carry on their fire independent of cach other. If 

there 
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there are four companies in a wing, three pauſes muſt inter- 
vene between the fire of each and the make ready of the ſuc- 


ceeding one; and if there are five companies, two pauſes only: 


this allows ſufficient time for the firſt company to load, ſhoul- | 


der, and be ready as ſoon as the laſt has fired. 

Firing by Grand Diviſions and Platoons.]—In firing by 
grand diviſions, g pauſes muſt be made betwixt the firing of

| Aitention of the non- commiſſ oned 72 cer. ]--Thoſe » who have 
the charge of drill ought to be ſtrictly attentive to the inſtrue- 


tion of the recruit upon the principles laid down and agreeable 
to the manual and platoon exerciſe, ordered by authority to be 


praiſed. —See. the copy publiſhed in 1792. 


They ſhould pay every attention in correcting. and making 


them repeat the ſeveral motions, until they perform them with 
exactneſs and promptitude; and frequently to impreſs them with 
the ablolute neceſſity of order and Readineſs, without which 


nothing will appear to be, nor can be well executed. They 
mult alſo (as has already been obſerved) be careful in their 


inſtruction in the great and neceſſary point of marching : the 
due time and length of ſtep muſt be ſtrongly impreſſed until 
the proper cadence of pace become habitual. Every juſt move- 


ment depends upon the correct equality of march: when this 


18 not attended to, diſunion and confuſion muſt neceſſarily 
follow.

To the equal and unvaried cadence and length of ſep, 
thus attained by habit, can troops alone truſt for the preſerva- 


tion of their line in advancing upon an enemy, when duſt, 
the ſmoke of artillery, rain, fog, and many local circumſtances, 
make it impoſſible to depend on diſtant points, the uncertain 
time given by timid mulicians, or any other adventitious 
lep x. . 

As the non-commiſſioned officers of volunteer corps have 
often (in the occaſional abſence of the ſuperior Officers) charge 
pf diviſions, they ſhould ſtudy to make themſelves ſufficiently 
icquainted with the duties here pointed out, fo that they may, 
it all times and changes of the battalion, be enabled to act in 
he ſeparate capacities "when called to that ſituation. 

When doing duty in their reſpective ſtations, every atten- 
ion ſhould be paid, when covering, to fall out readily, ſo as 
o mark the ground neceifary for the required movement; 
nd when acting as ſupernumerary, to keep the rear ranks 
loſe locked up; alſo to obferve that they take their ground 
roperly during the firings, and that they do not fall back in 
0ading. 

As the volunteer af requires a certain extent of duty to be 
erformed by thoſe who compoſe corps of that deſcription, 
efore they can draw pay, accurate cheque rolls of the at- 
endance of every individual in the reſpettive companies 
buſt therefore be attended to by the Serjeants, fo as to enable 
iem to make exact and juſt returns to the Commanding 
Officer.

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Io ſum up theſe brief remarks—order, ſteadineſs, and at 
tention in the ſoldier, ſhould at all times be implicitly adhere!

immediate Officer only, the loudneſs of whoſe commands 
inſtead of creating confuſion or unſteadineſs, reconcile to th:
